Due to the wonderful cooperation of 
merchants from all over Calif. and several 
from other states, we are able to give prizes 
to the top ten girls.

Gerald Donoghue 


Mr. Gerald Donoghue was born in 
Beaumont, Texas in 1906, son of Mr 
and Mrs. T. J. Donoghue. The family 
originally hailed from Pennsylvania but 
moved to Corsicana, Texas in 1898 
where Mr. Donoghue joined the J. S 
Cullinan Co. now known as Texaco, Inc. 

If | may quote Mr. Gerald Donoghue, 
“I have been fascinated by horses all 
my life.” One of his earliest recollec 
tions of equestrian activity is his father 
lifting him on the back of a big bay 
buggy horse in the year 1910 in Hous- 
ton; a time when automobiles were 
scarce. 

He graduated from Canterbury 
School in New Milford, Conn. in 1925 
and from Holy Cross College, Worces- 
ter, Mass. in 1929. After his scholastic 
training, he was a reporter, rewrite 
man and assistant city editor of The 
Houston Chronicle until he resigned to 
move to the country in 1943. Mr. Don- 
oghue and his wife (the former Miss 
Louise Huggins) moved to Goliad, 
Texas which is approximately 150 
miles southwest of Houston. This home- 
stead was chosen because Mrs. Donog- 
hue’s family had ranching interests 
there for many years. In Goliad Mr. 
Donoghue did some free lance writing 
but became more interested in raising 
horses than in writing. 

The entire Donoghue family, which 
consists of Mr. and Mrs. Donoghue and 
three children, have owned gaited 
horses, palominos, quarter horses and 
just plain ranch horses for many years. 
Since 1949 they have been raising pure- 
bred Arabian horses and have travelled 
more than 100,000 miles from coast to 
coast showing horses. Due to the Don- 
oghue children’s extra-curricular activ- 
ities, Mrs. Donoghue began show riding 
with considerable success in both open 
and amateur classes after having the 
benefit of expert coaching from Mr. 
and Mrs. Walter Chapman. 

Mr. Donoghue has been helping to 
further the purpose of the AHSA for 
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many years by serving on the Ex- 
hibitors and Arabian Committees and 
became a Director in 1959. Other eques- 
trian activities consist of past-president 
of the Arabian Horse Club of Texas, 
delegate to the International Arabian 
Horse Association, trustee of the Ara- 
bian Horse Owners Foundation and 
governing member of the Arabian 
Horse Club Registry of America. 

One might gather from the above 
statements that Mr. Donoghue is only 
interested in the progress of the Ara- 
bian breed. But, as the Association 
knows, he is willing to give his time 
and energy wherever needed toward 
the betterment of the sport.

JIMMY WILLIAMS 

Mr. Jimmy A _ Williams has been 
around horses since birth, his father 
being a widely-known horse dealer in 
California. From the time he was in 
his early teens he was riding all types 
of horses at sales for Pacific Coast 
auctioneers, racing on the fair circuit 
all over California, and doing a lot of 
riding as a double for film personal- 
ities, especially for Tyrone Power. 
During all this time he always main- 
tained a training stable, since training 
has always been his primary interest. 

A long-time stay in Italy during 
World War II brought Jimmy into con- 
tact with many of Europe’s finest rid- 
ers and trainers, and it was here that 
he was greatly influenced in training 
methods: namely in the importance of 
basic dressage. As a result, all of the 
horses he trains are taught from the 
beginning the basic elements of dres- 
sage, especially the impulse to move 
away from pressure. 

He enjoys training not only hunters 
and jumpers, but also Western reined 
horses. One of his greatest pleasures is 
teaching young people, and naturally 
his biggest reward in 1960 was seeing 
one of his students, Mary Mairs, win 
the junior hunt seat championship and 
the Maclay class at Madison Square 
Garden. Since 1956, he has been the 
manager of the Flintridge Riding Club 
in Pasadena, where many talented and 
enthusiastic youngsters are entering 
the horse show world.

O YOU have trouble getting a good 

stop on your horses? .. . If so, 

you aren’t alone; there’s millions 
who have wondered why “Old What’s- 
his-name” is hard to “WHOA.” 

Perhaps the trouble starts with the 
rider—and again maybe not. Anyhow, 
let’s study the “WHOA” a little to un- 
derstand the horse’s side of the story. 
First we want to know how he must stop 
to give his best performance. There’s a 
shortage of materia] showing it. 

For instance, we seldom see photo- 
graphs of reined horses making good bal- 
anced stops with their equilibrium main- 
tained on three feet. (It is NOT a bal- 
anced stop if the horse rears his front 
on off the ground .. . that overbalances 

im to the rear.) Photographs, as a 
general rule, can not be used because 
they show too many flaws in the stop, 
such as: mouths wide open, showing too 
much force had to be used; head too low 
or high; down in front causing their 
backs to be concave instead of convex, 
ete. ... 

In the magazines we do see many good 
stops on calf roping horses. . .. For a 
long time I couldn’t figure why it was 
easier to put a fairly finished stop on a 
roping prospect than on a horse the rider 
stayed a-straddle. 

I was watching Cotton Lee at El! Paso 
four years ago when the reason busted 
through . . . every time Cotton would 
raise out of his saddle and go onto a 
stirrup this buckskin would slam on the 
brakes—and his hind legs were going 
way up under every time! Cotton's 
weight was moving onto the horse’s fore- 
quarters making it easier for its hind 
feet to arc longer. WITH NO WEIGHT 
ON HIS LOINS THE HORSE’S HIND- 

UARTERS WERE FREE TO MAKE 

HAT LONGER STEP'‘HE NEEDED.

Anyone who has ridden with the 
United States cavalry, especially in the 
old days when it was a more important 
part of the armed services than it is 
now, knows that the movements of the 
men on horses in close order was just 
about as good drilling as any mounted 
group could present. 

The movements executed by the 
squad in close order varied a little as 
time went on, but not much. 

But to make certain that we got the 
“old cavalry” we went back to the days 
when the author knew the cavalry in 
timately, and we now present diagrams 
of the squad movements as they were 
ridden in the first part of the century

CECIL SMITH

I have three consuming passions, my 
family, my art and my horses 

| began to draw when I was four or 
five years old and by the time I was 
ten my interest in art had fused into 
combining two interests in one single 
expression, portraying horses in draw 
ings, which I hope are accurate in detail 
and subject matter. I did not have to 
leave home for subject matter, as I am 
a product of Idaho and the cow coun 
try. With my two brothers, my father 
and my sister, we have built the Bar 
Bell Land and Cattle Co., from a small 
and humble beginning of a smal] acre 
age located near Carey, Idaho, which 
was homesteaded by my grandfather in 
1880 on the Little Wood River in Cen 
tral Idaho, to the recent 86,000 acre 
ranch 75 miles south of Lewiston, Idaho, 
on the Salmon and Snake rivers. 86,000 
acres in one single block, the largest 
single block of land in the State of 
Idaho, which we disposed of in 1958 

Aside from punching cows for the 
Bar Bell, I buckerooed in the early 30's 
for Charlie Beldon’s famous 250,000 
acre Pitchfork ranch on the upper Grey 
Bull river in Wyoming where I was out 
with the chuck wagon from middle 
April to middle July. Here the bil] of 
fare was two meals a day and ten head 
of rough horses in my string 

The cow country I know intimately 
from Mexico to Canada and on both 
sides of the Rockies. I got to know 
horses the hard way, from above look 
ing down and sometimes from under 
neath looking up 

I was a friend of Will James, whom I 
respect as a fine person and one who 
had great talent. I was an art student 
of Frank Hoffman one summer while 
the World’s Fair Rodeo was on in Chi- 
cago in 1933. Every day during the 17 
days of the rodeo, from early morning 
until afternoon just before show time, 
I was a guest of Frank’s in his studio 
at 19 East Pearson St. I watched Frank 
work and talked art and ranching. After 
the rodeo had finished and the other 
cowboys had gone their separate ways,

I stayed on to learn more of what it 
takes to become a successfu] magazine 
illustrator. Aside from my daily visits 
to the Hoffman studio, I took a job in 
a restaurant as bus-boy, which allowed 
me two meals a day for the two hours’ 
work. With a room at the Y.M.C.A. 
Hotel, I was able to make my summer 
cowboy wages spin out sufficiently to 
enroll in the American Academy of 
Art, run by Young, Timmons and Smith. 
Harry L. Timmons was one of the top 
illustrators in the business and his 
name meant a lot to the school. My en- 
rollment was also at the request of an- 
other top name illustrator who had 
graduated from the American Academy, 
by the name of Hadden Sundbloom

This left me completely void of anyone 
to talk horse to and who shared my 
interest in ranching and cowboy expe- 
riences. One day I found myself head- 
ing west by way of the Burlington Rail- 
road. A freight was the popular way to 
travel in those days of the depression, 
especially when a top cowboy’s wage 
was $1.20 per day. i believe more peo- 
ple rode the freights than rode the 
passenger trains! t

I 
first met Von Schmidt at the Illustra 
tor’s Club on East 63rd St., in New York 
City in 1939. During 1939 and 1940, 
hard years to break into illustration, 
I did well in New York.

to Kiushu, where a landing was sched-

In 1950 to 1952, I served two years as 
a missionary for the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latterday Saints, throughout 
the land of Australia. While in Austra- 
lia, I became acquainted with horse 
owners and sold cover paintings of 
horse subjects. I have contemplated 
publishing a book of my sketches of 
interesting places and horses in several 
countries—Fiji, New Zealand, Austra- 
lia, and the United States. 

I like to play my full part 
home, community and church. 

My Australian wife and I have six 
children, five boys and one giri, all 
wanting to become artists and each 
possessing a deep love for horses. 

My brothers and I jointly own a num- 
ber of fine horses, some of which are 
registered Quarter Horses. The Appa- 
loosa breed of horses originated in my 
part of the country and was highly 
prized by the Indians. I have painted 
them in their own native habitat, the 
grass-covered hills, the one time land 
of the Nez Perce Indian. I have always 
kept in mind the advice given me years 
ago by Frank Hoffman: “To paint a 
horse and capture the feeling of that 
horse and get his true personality, you 
have to know your subject so well that 
you can breathe the breath of life into 
your work.”

Doing Many Things Well for the Breed! 


The magic of Quarter Horse popu- 
larity continued to weave its spell in 
1960 throughout the United States, Can 
ada, Mexico and numerous nations over 
seas 

The fabulous growth of the Quarter 
Horse industry in number of registra 
tions, auctions, auction prices, sales at 
private treaty, shows, racing, and cut 
ting contests was revealed at the annual 
convention of the American Quarter 
Horse Association January 17-18 at 
Denver, Colorado 

Almost one thousand men and women 
members of the 21-year-old association 
from virtually al] states in the union, 
Canada and Mexico, were at the annual 
conclave to hear officers report new 
records in virtually every department 
of the industry 

In 1960 the Quarter Horse registry 
recorded 46,026 additions, an increase 
of more than 9,000 over the number 
registered in 1959. At the end of 1959, 
Breeders Gazette showed that the Quar 
ter Horse registry was growing more 
than three times as fast as any other 
horse breed registry in the world. Fig 
ures on other horse breed registries 
for 1960 were not immediately avail 
able 

In a period of 36 months ending De 
cember 31, 1959, the American Quarter 
Horse Association listed 116,359 addi- 
tions to its registry 

Go Man Go, highest money-winning 
racing Quarter Horse on record, was 
sold in 1960 by E. L. Gosselin, Edmond, 
Oklahoma, to Frank Vessels of Los Ala 
mitos, California, for $125,000

A new record for Quarter Horse 
breeder auctions was set last June when 
E. Paul Waggoner of Vernon, Texas, 
sold 36 head for $293,725 to average 
$8,159 

A new consignment auction record 
was recorded in December at the First 
Annual Midwinter Sale in California 
when 65 head brought $209,650 to aver 
age $3,225 

Still another record was set in 1960 
in the number of Quarter Horses auc- 
tioned. The 4,214 head sold at 85 re- 
ported auctions brought $6,316,665 to 
average $1,500. This average was only 
slightly less than that recorded in 1959 
when 2,771 head sold at 58 auctions for 
$4,166,849 to average $1,504. Consider- 
ing the fact that 1,443 more horses were 
sold at 27 more auctions in 1960 than 
in the previous year, Quarter Horse 
enthusiasts say that, auction-wise, 1960 
was a most remarkable year for the 
breed from an economic viewpoint. 

Quarter Horse enthusiasts staged 695 
association-approved shows in 1960 in 
48 states and Canada at which 18,184 
horses were in competition, also net- 
ting a new record for the Quarter Horse 
world. In the previous year there were 
591 shows in 37 states and Canada at 
which 15,287 horses competed. The size 
of numerous shows also increased in 
1960 

Transfers of ownership, a key to ever- 
increasing expansion of the breed, were 
up in 1960, with the association report- 
ing 33,067 for last year compared to 
28,620 in the previous year 

Quarter Horse racing in 1960 was 
marked with new records in all except 
one division. A total of 1,209 horses 
competed in 1,584 races run in 1960, 
which is less than 200 fewer horses than 
went to the post in 1959. The loss, it was 
explained, was due to the fact that no 
Quarter Horse races were run at Colo- 
rado’s Centennial Park in 1960. How- 
ever, Centennial has been granted dates 
by the Colorado State Racing Commis- 
sion for Quarter Horse racing in 1961 
and association officials predict more 
Quarter Horses will run in the current 
year than ever before. 

Despite the drop in total races run 
in 1960, however, the 300-year-old sport 
reached an all-time high last year in 
total purse distribution for the short

races. The total purse last year was 
$1,752,256, an increase of $163,952 over 
1959, the previous all-time high 

The pari-mutuel handle for Quarter 
Horse racing also attained a new all 
time high in 1960, with a total of $41, 
064,800 

Quarter racing fans bask in the light 
of still another record event in 1960 
a gross purse in the amount of $130, 
244.30 established September 5 at Rui 
doso Downs, New Mexico 

The association’s eight inspectors 
drove almost a half million miles last 
year in the continenta) United States 
and Canada to examine horses for pos 
sible listing in the Quarter Horse regis 
try. 

The growth of the Quarter Horse in 
dustry and its expansion into new areas 
throughout the North American Conti 
nent and numerous foreign countries 
also was reflected in the association's 
membership. As of last December 31, 
the association had slightly more than 
20,000 members, representing a gain of 
5,779 in the last 24 months. 

The association now employs 100 per- 
sons in its offices at Amarillo, Texas, 
where it also publishes the monthly 
Quarter Horse Journal. A large battery 
of International Business Machines was 
installed last fall to expedite service to 
the membership and other facets of the 
burgeoning industry. 

In his annual report to members, As- 
sociation Secretary Howard K. Linger 
told of the organization's official deci- 
sions pointing to continuing growth of 
the breed and the broadening of inter 
est in Quarter Horses among the na- 
tion’s youth groups and the public gen- 
erally 

The assoeiation appropriated $10,000 
for contracts with Texas A. & M. Col- 
lege and Colorado State University for 
research work on light horse nutrition. 
The studies are in progress and are ex- 
pected to be completed within a year.

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THE COWBOY ARTIST 


Swift, vielent action of sweatstained 
animals and hard-bitten men character 
izes much of the work of Charles Marion 
Russell, the self-taught cowboy artist 

Even when his horses stand one hip 
down,at the hitching rail of some rough- 
hewn frontier saloon; or two Indians 
sit motionless as they try to compre- 
hend the import of a wagon track in the 
tall grass of their unfenced prairie, they 
portend dynamic action. 

Ge out where the high plains lift up 
toward the shining mountains and ask 
anv old timer which artist best por- 
trayed the Old West. “Charlie Russell,” 
he'll answer without the slightest pause. 

For Charlie Russell's men and horses 
are so real you can almost smell] the 
dust and hear the creak of good saddle 
leather as a maddened steer flips at the 
end of a taut lariat 

The son of a welltodo St. Louis 
manufacturing family, Charlie was born 
with inherent art ability and an insati- 
able desire to go West. This desire was 
whetted by the hours young Charlie 
spent on the river frent talking to 
buffalo hunters, trappers, traders and 
boatmen who came down the fabled 
Missouri River. 

Doing poorly in school, Charlie pes- 
tered his parents until they sent him to 
Montana with a family friend 

Many years later Charlie's wife Nancy 
recalled 

“When they arrived there (Helena, 
1880), the streets were lined with 
freight outfits. He saw bull teams, with 
their dusty whackers, swinging 16 foot 
lashes with rifle-like reports over seven 
or eight yoke teams; their string of talk 
profane and hide-blistering as their 
whips, but understood by every bull, 
mule-skinner or jerk-line man. it was 
also ration-time for the Indians, so the 
red men were standing or riding in that 
quiet way of theirs, all wearing skin 
leggings and robes. The picturesqueness 
of it all filled the heart and soul of this 
youthful traveler.” 


Editor's Note—T he black and white prints 
of the Russell oils, water colors, sketches 
and models are reproduced through the 
courtesy of the Historical Society of Mon- 
tana and its able director, Michael Stephen 
Kennedy. Russell's art is in world-wide de- 
mand at fabulous prices, but quite fittingly, 
one of the finest Russell collections in the 
world is on display at the new state 
museum at Helena, Montana. A second fine 
collection of Russell memorabilia is located 
in the Trigg-Russell Gallery at Great Falls. 





For a short time Charlie worked on 
the friend’s sheep ranch, but soon was 
fired as incompetent. Making a camp 
without food, he fell in with Fake 
Hoover, a kindly hunter and trapper, 
with whom he remained for the next 
two years. Then he spent 11 years as a 
horse wrangler and cowboy, with six 
months out in 1888 while he lived with 
the Blood Indians in Canada. Their lead- 
ers tried to induce him to marry one of 
their young women and remain with the 
tribe. 

To Charlie Russell, the Indian had 
been the freest, wealthiest man alive. 
All the great wonderful outdoors had 
been his to roam, while nature supplied 
him with the buffalo and other animals 
te meet his needs. 

Russell was sympathetic with the In- 
dian view that the white man with his 
plow and “bob” wire had deprived him 
of his heritage 

This feeling is beautifully expressed 
by James T. Forrest, director of the 
Thomas Gilcrease Institute of American 
History and Art: 

“In many paintings Russell communi- 
cated a fine sense of humor, but often 
there is pathos in the portrayal, This is 
expecially true in his treatment of the 
Indian, for the artist had a real sym- 
pathy for and understanding of the 
plight of the hunter who had deen 
forced to farm—the untamed ones who 
were dying in captivity.” 

K. Ross Toole, former director of the 
Historical Society of Montana and now 
Director of the Museum of the City of 
New York, says 


THE SCOUT 


The typical old-time hero of the West, 
with long hair, flowered buckskin shirt, 
flowered leggins, moccasins, revolver 
and old Henry rifle. It will be noticed 
that the lower end. of the revolver scab- 
bard is fasteued to his thigh, for con- 
venience in drawing quickly.

The world's greatest lila artist, Charles 


Marion Russell, produced several of these 
frontier types in pen and ink sketches. 


“Toward the end of the 19th Century, 
when the frontier as a geographical con- 
cept was vanishing, when a whole basic 
American phenomenon which had held 
sway since the 17th Century was flicker- 
ing out, there were few indeed who 
marked its passing. It was, in a sense;a@ 
lingering death. 

“There were still vast unsettled 
spaces on the Nerthers Great Plains,

particularly in Montana. There were 
vistas where the sky come down the 
same distance all around, but as a place 
of free land in unlimited quantities, a 
place beyond the law, a place where 
neither Congress nor and power save 
the power of the individual man him- 
self could reach, the old Frontier West 
was gone. It didn’t go with fanfare or 
eulogies. It just slipped away. This is 
why not more than a handful of men 
in the entire United States noted or 
commented on its passing. The entire 
artistic production of Charles M. Rus 
sell is an eternal commentary on the end 
of a great and important American ex 
perience.’ 

All during. his years as a footloose 
drifter, Russell carried a crude paint 
outfit in an old sock and painted at 
every opportunity. Often, while talking 
with a friend, his hands would be busy 
with a bit of clay and he would present 
his delighted listener with a beautifully 
fashioned model of a horse or other 
animal. Eventually he discovered that 
these sketches and models could be 
traded for food or for drinks across the 
bar 

The turning point in Charlie’s career 
came in 1896 when he was 32 years old 
He married Nancy Cooper, 18. Despite 
her youth, Nancy gave Charlie a sense

Top Rail Talk 


By BILL SMALE 


BE SELECTIVE IN '61 

If you could possibly explain the ac 
tivities of the horse industry in 1960 
in a word, it probably would be the use 
of the word growth. For during the past 
12 months all light breeds have racked 
up conspicuous “firsts” and growth of 
interest. More activities such as shows, 
including breed and open shows; sales, 
races, futurities, judging schools, play 
days and just all around pleasurable 
activities have mushroomed for every 
breed. New local and regional associa- 
tions have been formed and become 
more active than possibly any one pre- 
vious year can boast. 

Looking at these things, it is easy, 
too, to recognize that more people are 
interested in the sevaral important light 
breeds than ever before and more peo- 
ple have been encouraged to go into 
the breeding and show business. It also 
follows that more neophytes have come 
into the ownership sphere and this is 
one important way to count the devel- 
opment of the industry. These new own- 
ers and breeders are not only essential 
to the growth of the business, but they 
represent a new and important respon- 
sibility to those who have been in the 
business over the years and know how 
to do things and the many requirements 
We can all be of great assistance and 
help encourage new people if we are 
free in giving them the information 
they want and ask for, so they may be- 
come wel] informed 

A word of caution would also seem 
in order to the new owners. To you we 
all look with happy anticipation, for a 
good deal of the future will be in your 
hands. But also, you should be aware 
that this industry has many facets and 
there is no substitute for knowledge 
It is nearly impossible to get this knowl- 
edge without owning a horse. But it is 
also important that you do not regard 
yourself as an authority before much 
of the newness has worn off, and you 
have gone through many of the rigors 
that all others have had to bear. 

It is not that the problems are so ter- 
rific, it is that, as usual, a little knowl- 
edge is a very dangerous thing. Learn 
and listen. Study and sift the informa- 
tion you have learned until you see 
pretty clearly the road you wish to 
travel to success 

It is worth mentioning that in the 
Thoroughbred industry only about 5 per 
cent of the horses raised become stakes 
winners. So, if you want in the winners 
circle with a stake horse, you are going 
to be selective. There is no reason to 
believe that the percentage of Quarter 
Horses that reach “stakes” class wil] be 
any greater than in the Thoroughbred 
industry. So here again selection is im- 
portant. If you are going to raise show 
horses, it is very probably true that 
only 1 in 20 that you raise will be of 


that quality that will put you in the blue 
ribbon class. Again, pick your show 
stock and your breeding stock with se- 
lectivity If you are raising horses to 
sell, you will learn rapidly that selec 
tion is the key to getting the top price 
at the sales. 

Learning about a breed, the different 
important qualities to look for and what 
makes the top individual of any breed, 
requires a number of years and going 
at it easily, being very “choosy” will 
probably bring the best results in the 
long run. 

Horsemen seem to agree that there 
is going to be a wide variation in the 
price structure between the best of all! 
breeds and those individuals that just 
have papers. While today the great 
trend is toward getting a horse with 
registration papers, the same old prob- 
lem still remains. Just registration 
papers is not enough. 

It is the quality of the individual, the 
famrily background and record of that 
family for producing outstanding indi 
viduals that seem prepotent, that are 
of primary importance. Wise breeders 
of every breed seem unanimous in this 
feeling that 1961 and the years ahead 
will demand ever increasing selectivity 
and quality in horses, if breeders are to 
make a financial success of their ef- 
forts, and be happy with the results of 
their operations 


No one can see clearly in the crystal 
glass of the future, but past history re 
cords the results and differences be- 
tween those who select breeding stock 
with care and those that don't. Today 
with more horses, the question is more 
important. 

Arab Futurity 


Howard Marks, Belmont, Calif., one 
of the forward-looking breeders and 
owners of Arabian horses in the West, 
has proposed an Arabian 3-year-old Hal 
ter Futurity, which could well be one 
of the important forward steps for the 
Arabian breed. He proposes a filly and 
colt division. According to the plan 
there would be many of these futurities 
at different shows and a total nomina- 
tion fee of $90 per horse would be paid 
in varying amounts each year to keep 
that horse eligible. Seventy-five per cent 
of the purse would be distributed at lo- 
cal level of each event and 25% would 
be sent to the International for the an- 
nual International futurity each year 
Such programs have done much to pro- 
mote better care of horses and enhance 
the value vf horses of different breeds 
and it should work to the advantage of 
all with the Arabian horse.

Los Alamitos Race Course, long the 
capital of quarter horse racing in the 
United States, this month announced 
the creation of a new stake, the $22.- 
000 added Los Alamitos Futurity, which 
is expected to have a gross value of 
$150,000 for its first running in 1962

year-olds at a distance of 350 yards, 
will be raced annually during the fall 
racing season at Los Alamitos Race 
Course, it was announced by Track 
President Frank Vessels, Sr 

All horses will carry 118 pounds, with 
no sex allowance, Vessels said 

Nominations for the 1962 running of 
the rich Futurity, which is for quarter 
horse foals of 1960, must be made on 
or before March 1, with a subscription 
fee of $50 accompanying each nomina 
tion.

The Los Alamitos Futurity is a dis 
tinct departure from past quarter horse 
futurities in that it guarantees awards 
to the nominators of the first three 
finishers in the race as well as guaran 
teeing a percentage of the purse to all 
10 of the finalists 

The nominator of the winner will re 
ceive an award of $2500, of the second 
place finisher $1500, and of the third 
place finisher $1000

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Nominator awards will be deducted 
from the total purse, with the balance 
of the nomination and entry fees, plus 
the $22,000 purse posted by the track, 
to be distributed as follows: 46% to the 
first horse, 14% to the second horse, 
10% to the third horse, 8% to the 
fourth horse, 642% to the fifth horse, 
5% to the sixth horse, 3%% to the 
seventh horse, 3% to the eighth horse, 
2% to the ninth horse, and 1%% to 
the tenth horse 

Late nominations will be accepted 
upon the payment of the regular nomi- 
nation fees plus $5000 only until July 1, 
1962, making a total due of $6500 plus 
$500 to enter in the Trials, or $10,000 
until November 1, 1962, making a total 
of $11,500 plus $500 to enter in the 
Trials.

Race Course staged the first all-quarter | 
horse meeting with pari-mutuel wager- | 


ing in December, 1951. That first race 
meeting was for 11 days and total purse 
distribution amounted to but $59,165, 
a figure now approached on a single 
Saturday’s program 

In the less than 10 years that has 
elapsed since that initial meeting, the 
number of days raced at Los Alamitos 


has increased from 11 to 55 days yearly, | 
with annual spring and late fal! meet- | 


ings. Daily average attendance has 
jumped from 3076 fans to 6670, while 
the daily average amount of money 
wagered has skyrocketed from the 
$142,562 figure of that first meeting to 
the $460,963 average established during 
the last fall season. 

A temporary bleacher affair at the 
outset, with stables constructed from 
surplus war-time housing, Los Alamitos 
now boasts the finest racing facilities 
in the west. The old stands, recon- 
structed twice, were finally scrapped in 
1959 and a new multi-million dollar 
plant erected that is the showplace of 
Southern California racing, boasting es- 
calators, cocktail lounge, dining rooms, 
225-seat cafeteria, more than 7000 in- 
dividual theater-type seats and beauti- 
fully landscaped grounds that include 
an 18-hole golf course.

Professional rodeo concluded 1960 in 
a blaze of competition at the sport’s 
world series,” the National Finals 
Rodeo in Dallas with 4 of 5 world cham 
pionship titles finding new owners at 
the conclusion of the week-long contest 

But a highlight of the ten go rounds 
was the stretch run made by Harley 
May, Oakdale, Calif., veteran steer 
wrestler. He failed by $299 to win the 
annual title, but his efforts left the 
issue in doubt up to the final moment 

Coming into the Finals almost $2,000 
behind leader Bob A. Robinson of Tut 
tle, Ida., the lanky Californian displayed 
the perfectionism for which he is noted 
in rodeo circles, placing in the day 
monies on 6 of the 10 animals he threw 
down 

Robinson, meanwhile frantically fight 
ing to hold his front-running position, 
placed on 5 steers, his last effort of 4.2 
seconds tied the arena record and added 
$347 to his earnings to put May beyond 
reach of the title 

May won the Dallas contest, 
$2,651, boosting himself from fourth 
place to runner-up for the year with 
$13,469, while Robinson gained his first 
world’s championship and earned a total 
of $13,768 

Only Jack Buschbom, Cassville, Wisc., 
was successful in defense of his cham 
pionship title, in bareback bronc riding 
The 15-year veteran, who never was be 
low fourth place in earnings in the event 
since 1948, pocketed $16,997 for his vic 
tory 

Harry Tompkins of Dublin, Tex., won 
the coveted world’s championship all 
around cowboy title, dethroning Jim 
Shoulders, Henryetta, Okla., who had 
held sway since 1956 

The Texas cowboy earned $31,218 be- 
fore the Finals in bull riding and bare- 
back riding. It was a good thing he did 
for during the week-long Dallas contest 
he could earn but $1,304 in his two 
events. He hit the turf from 7 of the 10

bulls he got on, winning only a second 
day money on his last draw. It was a 
phenomenal cold streak for the cowboy 
considered the bull riding stylist of the 
past decade 

Enoch Walker, Cody, Wyo., won the 
world championship in saddle bronc 
riding for a total of $20,832. This amount 
included the Finals saddle bronc riding, 
worth $2,044. Walker competed in 121 
rodeos throughout the year, placing in 
55 and winning 22 of that number to 
earn the crown 

The defending world champion Casey 
Tibbs went out of action with leg mul 
tiple fractures when a bronc fell on him 
opening night. Tibbs, however, already 
was too far back in the standings to 
overtake Walker 

Dean Oliver, Boise, Ida., who had al 
ready secured the 1960 championship in 
calf roping before the Finals, added 
$1,663 there to add to his seasonal win 
nings of $28,841, an all-time high for 
the event 

The Dallas contest calf roping went 
to veteran Don McLaughlin, Ft. Worth, 
who tied down ten calves in 161.1 sec 
onds to earn $1,783. Oliver was second 
with 166.2 

Although Tompkins won the annual 
world championship in bull riding, 
Duane Howard of Minnewaukan, N. D 
triumphed in the Dallas contest with 
a sensational ride the last night of com 
petition on Hoss Inman’s hitherto un 
ridden “Flying I.” 

The 1400-pound animal's dervish-like 
whips and spins brought the crowd of 
7,000 to their feet. In his only other 
appearance at the Finals the Inman 
animal had flattened Tompkins the third 
jump 

Howard wound up the year runner-up 
to Tompkins with a total of $16,274. 

Other event winners at Dallas in- 
cluded Walt Mason, Las Vegas, Nev., 
who finished second in the bareback

Quarter Horse clinics will be con- 
tinued under Association-sponsorship 
in cooperation with local, regional and 
state associations. A majority of the 
clinics will be conducted at state uni- 
versities, with interested 4-H Club and 
Future Farmer of America members, 
county agriculture agents, and vocation- 
a] agriculture teachers invited to parti- 
cipate where accommodations will per- 
mit their attendance. A series of special 
Kodachrome slides are now being pre- 
pared for use at the clinics to supple- 
ment the use of live horses. 

Association officials also appropriated 
$10,000 for the production of additional 
sound motion picture films for free 
use by youth and adult groups through- 
out the nation. The new films will be 
added to the association's free flim 
library which now contains dozens of 
prints that are in constant use in this 
and other countries. The films are so 
popular that reservations must be made 
months in advance of their use. 

More funds, amounting to thousands 
of dollars, have been allocated to the 
production and distribution of addi- 
tional free information about the breed 
in response to specific requests from 
men, women and children 

Association staff members are in- 
creasing their appearances at annual 
conventions of state and regional Quar- 
ter Horse associations and luncheon 
clubs to speak about the Quarter Horse 
industry

The Quarter Horse has become known 
as both the oldest and youngest breed 
of horse in North America.

America from England in 1620. The 
cross produced a compact, heavily 
muscled horse that could race faster 
up to and including a quarter of a mile 
than members of any other breed 

The Quarter Horse registry was not 
started until 1940, following a meeting 
in Fort Worth, Texas, attended by men 
and women from several Southwestern 
States. Wimpy, the King Ranch horse 
named grand champion stallion at the 
1941 Southwestern Exposition and Fat 
Stock Show in Fort Worth, was desig 
nated No. 1 in the registry. Wimpy died 
last year on the ranch of Rex C. Cauble

sell wrote: “Charlie’s friends were a 
multitude, what a legion they are! Some 
of them were real saints in his eyes 
And some of them were real sinners, 
too. And he knew it and never cast a 
stone.” But he would say: “My brother, 
when you come to my lodge, the robe 
will be spread and the pipe lit for you.” 

Discussing Russell's place in history, 
Harold McCraken, famous biographer of 
major western artists, writing in 
MONTANA, the Magazine of Western 
history, said: “Great art is that art 
which very strongly appeals to a very 
iarge number of intelligent people over 
a very long period of time. It takes 
time, and considerably more than pro- 
fessional critics, to give any real great- 
ness to any creative work—and this 
can be taken pretty generally. It is by 
such a standard that the work of Mon- 
tana’s cowboy artist certainly qualifies, 
not only in the field of graphic art, but 
as a sculptor, a rustic poet and philoso- 
pher and as a writer.” 

J. Frank Dobie, the historian, writing 
in MONTANA magazine, said: 

“He wanted room; he wanted to be 
left alone; he believed in other people 
being left alone. His latest request was 
that his body be carried to the grave 
behind horses and not by a machine, 
and that is the way it was carried.”
